We have repeatedly urged upon Govern- 
ment the proprioly — we may in truth suy 
necessity — of govern mentvlBrnilig its^aflSn^ 
tion to the vast tract of auriferous coiiiitry 
in middle and Southern British Columbia. 
Our object is to provide employment for 
immigraiUti without tiie means of reaching 
the richer but more distant diKging.s of Cari- 
boo, Wa already observt;, in the tendency 
of many of our incoming iinmigriuUs to gu 
to Stiolceeii, a proot thii" Ihey doubt tlioir 
ability to meet all tho expenses incident to 
a joiirney to aod through the Bald Hills m 
search of einployinont on a good — not to say 
rich — claim. Sncli p«rMins believe — and 
truthfully— that it lakes le,-s money to en- 
able them to prospect the yiickeen than to 
goto Caribou, llenco we iiccoun; to a con- 
siderable extent for tlie inovernent in that 
direction. Some postpone their journey to 
Cariboo till next year,- hoping either through 
n lucky strike on the Stiokeen or by other 
means to realize cmuigli to go there in the 
coming spring. Now, every one iiciiuainteil 
with mining; news for the lasi four yeiirc, 
knows that the dip;giiig.'< already worked oa 
ttie bar.t and benclie.s ol the Fruaer mid 
Thompson, on Bridge, Traiiquille, North 
and SimilKamden;Jiiver8, antl at ttocb Creek 
otl'er greater inducements 'to 'mnieis with 
limited means than Slii-keen. Tlie latter 
has only been prospered by one man— and 
the lime ooeu[)ieil by liim was limited, bul 
the reiurns were j;o,jd and promised lo be 
better. Hut at the other places named, hun- 
dreds have worked. Tuey made in tho 
outstart the entire gold repataliou of the 
country. 'I'hey snpiiorted the miners and 
trader.i of the country. Fiibillous foriunen 
were nut realized — such a? were obtained in 
Cariboo laat fall, yet fair wages were made. 
Every industrious minor could earn his 
board bill anil something respectable tos|)are. 
Making every allowance for the unlucky 
miners, the middle and ibuthei'n diggings 
of British Columbia yielded more on the 
average to the miners emjiloyed than Cali- 
fornia.

Wtiv, at Sable Hay, on tiie east side ol 
ihe Okana-aii Lake, wiiore there is a Catho- 
lic mission and sellleincnt, only three inches 
ot snow fell last winter, iiolwitlislandin^ 
other districts sulirr'nl severely lioin boin 
Irosl and snow. The Mission may be taken 
to be very near the oauire of a large gold 
district partly known, but not worked — where 
the farmer mav prosper side by .ude with 
the miner.
